Upon the passage of this 
article, it shall be the duty of the Town Planning Board to prepare and 
adopt regulations as provided in Chapter 36: Section 19-a, New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. Upon the adoption of 
such regulations, it shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to file with the 
Register of Deeds of the County of Grafton a certificate or notice 
showing that the said Town Planning Board has been so authorized 
and has so adopted Site Plan Review regulations, giving the dates of 
such authorization and adoption, as provided in Chapter 36: Sections 
19-29 inclusive. If the article is adopted, it shall further be the duty of 
the Town Clerk to issue all certificates of failure when the Town 
Planning Board shall fail to take action as provided in Chapter 36: 
Section 19-29 inclusive. 


Article 3: To elect all other necessary Town officers for the en- 
suing year. 


Article 4: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and committees 
or officers chosen and to pass any vote relative thereto. 


Article 5: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of town officers salaries during the 
ensuing year. 


Article 6: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of Town office expenses during the 
ensuing year. 


Article 7: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of maintaining the Town Office- 
Public Safety building and Town storage buildings during the ensuing 
year. 


Article 8: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of property appraisal, surveying and 
drafting during the ensuing year. 


Article 9: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of the Osceola Library during the 


ensuing year. 


Article 10: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of Town employee’s benefit in- 
surance during the ensuing year. 


Article 11: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of operating the Public Safety 
Department during the ensuing year. 


Article 12: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of operating the Municipal Services 
Department during the ensuing year. 


Article 13: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of operating the Recreation 
Department during the ensuing year. 


Article 14: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of band concerts during the ensuing 
year. 


Article 15: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of maintaining Town roads and for 
Town Road Aid during the ensuing year. 


Article 16: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of legal services during the ensuing 
year. 


Article 17: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of planning and zoning during the 
ensuing year. 


Article 18: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 


and appropriate to help support advertising, resort and regional 
associations and the Visitor Information Center. 


Article 19: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for donations to hospitals and health organizations 
during the ensuing year. 


Article 20: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Waterville Valley Conservation Commission 
during the ensuing year. 


Article 21: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to operate the Waterville Valley Post Office during the 
ensuing year. 


Article 22: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the installation and maintenance of street lights 
during the ensuing year. 


Article 23: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of cemetery maintenance during the 
ensuing year. 


Article 24: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of insect control during the ensuing 
year. 


Article 25: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the cost of town insurance during the en- 
suing year. 


Article 26: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purchase of capital equipment during the 
ensuing year, and to determine whether such sum shall be raised by 
borrowing under the Municipal Finance Act or otherwise. 


Article 27: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of constructing additional wells to 
augment the municipal water supply, and to determine whether such 
sum shall be raised by borrowing under the Municipal Finance Act or 
otherwise. 


Article 28: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of constructing recreational bridges - 
across the Mad River and Snows Brook, and to determine whether 
such sum Shall be raised by borrowing under the Municipal Finance 
Act or otherwise. 


Article 29: To authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept, and 
expend any funds from the Federal Land and Water Conservation 
Fund, or any other Federal source, said funds to be applied against 
the cost of construction of the recreational bridges as embraced in 
article 27. 


Article 30: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of reconstructing Snows Brook and 
West Branch Road and to determine whether such sum Shall be raised 
by borrowing under the Municipal Finance Act or otherwise. 


Article 31: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the payment of Town debts. 


Article 32: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of the receipt of taxes to pay town 
obligations. 


Article 33: To see if the Town will vote to establish a contingency 
fund to meet the cost of unanticipated expenses during the ensuing 
year in an amount not to exceed (1%) one percent of the amount 
appropriated for Town purposes during 1979, all in accordance with 
RSA 31:4. 


Article 34: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to make application for, accept, and expend such Federal, State, or 
other assistance as may be available for the purpose embraced in this 
warrant, and to pass any vote relative thereto. 


Article 35: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply for, receive, and expend for the purposes voted in this 
warrant any interest earned on proceeds of any serial bonds or notes 
in connection with such projects. 


Article 36: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the with- 
drawal of Four Thousand Two Hundred and Forty Nine Dollars from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as an offset against the 
amount appropriated under article 11 to defray the cost of the Public 
Safety Department. 
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Article 37: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer, lease, rent, sell and/or convey or otherwise dispose of 
any real property acquired by the Tax Collector’s deed. 


Article 38: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to grant a two percent (2%) discount to any taxpayer for early payment 
of his property taxes. 


Article 39: To transact such other business as may legally come 
before the meeting.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


We believe 1979 was a very satisfying year for everyone concerned 
with the operation of our town government. While demand on town 
employee time was greater than ever before as a result of increased 
use of town services and many building permits to supervise, this was 
the smoothest running year we have yet experienced. 


This success is directly related to two important factors. The 
previous reorganization of town services into two major departments, 
Department of Public Safety and Municipal Services Department, has 
this year reached fruition; and concentrated on-going training 
programs have helped both permanent employees and volunteers to 
work more efficiently and intelligently within the multiple skills 
concept necessary to the operation of both departments. 


We are proud of the dedicated and hardworking group of town 
employees and emergency service volunteers whose efforts continue 
to provide a high level of municipal services for a relatively low cost to 
the taxpayer. 
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REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


The Town of Waterville Valley continued to grow during 1979. 


New building construction was brisk with a considerable number of 
additional condominiums as well as private homes constructed.

The Department of Public Safety was active during 1979 both in the 
area of training. and actual services rendered.

WATERVILLE VALLEY RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Municipal Recreation Department was established in June of 
1979. 


The purpose of establishing a Municipal Recreation Department 
was to provide a well diversified year-round recreation program for 
children, adults and families in the community and for guests visiting 
the Waterville Valley Area. This service would be mainstreamed out of 
one department and that department is responsible for services to the 
entire community and all of its recreational needs. 


The summer program began the second week of July and con- 
sisted of evening programs, special events and parts of the 
Sesquicentennial celebration. The Summer program was very suc- 
cessful and served over 1,000 people. 


The Sesquicentennial was a unique celebration and many ac- 
tivities that were implemented during that specific time span will be 
implemented on a more regular basis in the summer of 1980. 


The months of September, October, and November brought a 
variety of planned activities which consisted of various hikes, apple 
picking, slimnastics, platform paddle tennis, an afternoon and 
weekend recreation program for kids and Halloween festivities. A 
kids soccer team was organized also. 


The month of December began the implementation of the Winter 
Recreation Program. This program consists of activities scheduled 
seven (7) nights a week and more than one activity scheduled an 
evening to serve more needs and give the people a choice of activities 
to participate in. The Winter Film Series also began at this time. 
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During the seven months of operation of the Municipal 
Recreation Department, there were also a variety of special events 
planned during the week, holiday weekends, and vacation periods. As 
we look back one cannot forget the Mt. Washington Moonlight Cruise, 
North-South Competition, Regatta, Sesquicentennial, Sandwich Fair, 
Halloween festivities, Christmas dinner at the Finish Line, plus the 
variety of events that took place over Christmas vacation, especially 
the back-up rainy day schedule, which was particularly critical during 
this time period.

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OSCEOLA LIBRARY 
SUMMARY OF THE YEAR 1979 


The Library Trustees are happy to announce that our book Cir- 
culation for the past year has increased by 500 to a total of 1,320 
volumes. We attribute this increase in large part to the fact that we 
received more funds from the Town and therefore were able to pur- 
chase many more and varied books. Our total for books bought this 
year was 86 and 47 were donated. We receive many compliments on 
the books that we have available and comments that there is no 
waiting list for popular new books as there is in larger libraries. 


The Trustees, working with the Conservation Commission, have 
relocated and prepared for planting the flower bed along Boulder Way. 
This is planned for a perennial garden, some plants coming from 
Margaret Rey and others from the Town gardens where dividing of 
large clumps is desirable. 


The art exhibit at the Library last summer during the 
Sesquicentennial was very successful and attracted large crowds, 
many of whom had not visited the Library previously. 


The 1860 wall map previously donated by Donna Pfosi un- 
fortunately suffered some water damage during the exhibit. After 
endless negotiations, the Trustees secured insurance money in the 
amount of $200.00 and hope that the map can be restored to its former 
condition for this sum. 


Space in the Library is becoming more critical. Our shelves are 
full, there is little more wall area for additional built in shelves and 
floor space to accomodate movable ones is at aminimum. We have no 
suitable place to display the albums of the old Waterville pictures and 
other historical items or our choice books. Our children’s department 
is the weak part of our library and should be expanded but the so- 
called children’s corner is already overflowing. The interest of the 
general public in old pictures, etc., was evident last summer and it is a 
pity that we have no place to display some of the material of historical 
interest that is stored around the Valley. 


We suggest that the Town begin to consider the desirability of an 
addition to the Library building in the near future. It might be possible 
to get matching Federal funds and perhaps part of the cost could be 
met by a fund raising drive and auction. 
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The Trustees wish to take this opportunity to thank the many 
people who have donated books during the year, maps etc. and 
equipment. We also are most grateful to the many volunteers who 


work so faithfully.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


One minor and three major subdivision applications were 
reviewed during the past calendar year making the Planning Board a 
most active agency of the community. 


The Town Planning Board has been hard at work for two con- 
secutive years now in rewriting portions of the Zoning Ordinances 
(approved at the March 1979 Town Meeting) and Subdivision 
Regulations which are now under consideration for an April Public 
Hearing. Many hours have been spent on these two projects to create 
a viable set of “growth control” products that are objective, un- 
derstandable and compatible with each other and the nature of the 
community. 


The final step in ensuing that the community has a complete set 
of planning guidelines will be discussed at this town meeting when 
the warrant article regarding Site Plan Review is discussed and 
subsequently voted upon. Site Plan Review, if passed, will “empower 
the Planning Board to review, and approve or disapprove site plans for 
the development of tracts for non-residential uses, or for multi-family: 
dwelling units other than one and two-family dwellings, whether or 
not such development includes a subdivision or re-subdivision of the 
site.” The Planning Board certainly expects that with the passage of 
Site Plan Review a comprehensive package of checklists will be 
available to ensure tasteful, economic and desirable growth. 
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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
REPORT OF YEAR 1979 


Phase Il of the Commission’s planting program was carried out 
with the help of L.A. Brochu Nurseries of Concord. This year trees 
were planted at the corner by the Annex to screen its parking lot, and 
two new areas were planted with shrubs and small trees - one group 
on each side of the entrance to Noon Peak Road. The cost of this 
project was $2,056, half of the money coming from the Town ap- 
propriation ($1,000) and the other half from donations from the 
Waterville Co., WVAIA, The Property Owners’ Association, and 
Joseph Sawtelle, owner of the Annex. The final stage of the proposed 
planting is planned for the area across from the end of Snow’s Brook 
Road (south) but has not been done because of proposed State 
relocation of Route 49. New funds will have to be found when the time 
comes for that project. 


The Commission did some research on the desirability of 
requiring water-saving appliances in town, resulting in a recom- 
mendation to the Town Manager that an ordinance specify that (1) new 
toilets were 3 1/2 gallons maximum and (2) shower heads use 3 
gallons per minute maximum. 


Tish and Grace attended a regional meeting of Conservation 
Commissions at Quincy Bog Nature Center, Rumney, on April 14, and 
a Land-Use Meeting sponsored by North Country Council at Indian 
Head Restaurant on December 1. Both meetings yielded useful in- 
formation about anticipated future problems and trends in the North 
Country.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a 
cooperative effort between town/city fire organizations and the State 
Forest Fire Service. 


Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our 
Legislature, the State Forester has appointed someone in each 
municipality as a Forest Fire Warden and charged him with the 
responsibility of forest fire prevention and control within his town/city. 
This person may ask the State Forester to appoint as many Deputy 
Forest Fire Wardens as may be necessary to efficiently carry out his 
charge. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire dis- 
tricts with a full time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The 
State organization is charged with assisting the municiple forest fire 
organization in any way possible. 


State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest 
fire suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law 
violators and forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppression 
equipment is purchased through State bulk purchasing ability and 
sold to local forest fire organizations at one-half cost. Excess military 
property is obtained and turned over to town/city fire departments at 
no cost to local departments for conversion into fire suppression 
units. This cooperative arrangement between State and municipality 
has resulted in one of the best forest fire records in the United States 
with less than one-half acre of woodland burned in each fire reported.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In an effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying 
citizens of Grafton County, we, the Grafton County Commissioners, 
are writing to you through your individual town or municipal reports. 


Last year (1978-79) the total county tax raised was $1,977,142. 
These monies were appropriated by the County Delegation and ad- 
ministered by the Commissioners. Some of the ways this money was 
spent was in maintenance of our courthouse, nursing home, county 
farm, sheriff's department, jail and house of correction, social 
welfare, etc. 


The average number of patients in our nursing home is 140. The 
average daily census of the Jail/ House of Correction is 25. We had a 
total of 349 inmates in the Jail and 114 inmates in the House of 
Correction during our fiscal year. 


In addition to providing food for the nursing home complex and 
agricultural services for the community, the farm also continually 
shows a profit. In our fiscal year 1979 the farm profit was $60,654, due 
in part to sales of pigs at $5,500, cows at $27,000, wood at $1,800, hay 
at $2,100, milk at $135,444 and produce at $48,129. 


We have completed Phase II - Design of the sewage project and 
anticipate beginning construction under Phase Ill in the spring. The 
total overall cost of the project is approximately $540,000, of which 
$400,000 is federal grant, $110,000 State share and $30,000 County 
share. 


We are making an effort to conserve energy, particularly in the 
courthouse building, and are taking a hard look at any modifications 
in this so called “modern” facility that will make it a less expensive 
consumer of fuel. 


A trial dispatching service was instituted for 16 area fire depart- 
ments and probably will be made a permanent function during the 
latter part of 1979. A yearly fee is charged for this service. 


Grafton County employs 230 people of whom we are very proud. It 


is because of these people that Grafton County continues to operate 
efficiently and within budget.

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WATERVILLE VALLEY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
FACULTY REPORT 


The 1979-1980 school year began with an enrollment of sixteen 
students ranging from Grades Kindergarten through Eight. Since 
opening the school in September, the number of students has in- 
creased from sixteen to eighteen. The teaching staff presently in- 
cludes two full-time, one half-time teacher, and specialists in the 
areas of Art, Music and Physical Education. 


Tne curriculum has continued to be based upon individual needs 
prepared in part on comprehensive diagnostic testing. Areas of 
emphasis in each student’s program are based on areas recorded as 
weak, both by national norms and classroom performance evaluation. 


In the fall of 1979, and through the remaining time of the school 
year, the Waterville Valley students will continue to participate in 
extracurricular activities such as flag football, street hockey, 
volleyball, softball and band with other school districts. Once again, 
the students are taking part in the winter ski program on Wednesday 
afternoons. 


This year we are participating in the “Artists in the Schools 
Program” sponsored by the New Hampshire Commission on the Arts. 
This program provided matching funds to pay for an artist to work in 
the school. Emile Birch, a sculptor, is working in the Waterville Valley 
School throughout the winter providing a hands-on experience in 
sculpture for all students. 


Title |, a federally funded program designed to help students in 
the area of reading, has provided the school with a reading specialist 
two days a month. Mrs. Bonnie Burbank, working at the Plymouth 
Elementary School, has provided this service for Waterville Valley 
School. 


The job of cataloging and organizing the library has continued 
this year with the help of Joan Eaton and many of the parents. 


The teachers and Mr. Hunt wish to express their appreciation to 
the School Board, parents and community for the opportunity to serve 
the Waterville Valley Elementary School. With their support and 
cooperation the Waterville Valley School can continue to provide 
quality education.

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REPORT FROM SUPERINTENDENT’S OFFICE 


Many parents think their child’s intelligence is something that is 
fixed at birth and cannot be changed. This is simply not true. It has 
been said that this is one of the most important educational 
discoveries of the twentieth century. A child’s level of intelligence is 
determined in much the same way as his strength. When children eat 
well and exercise their muscles, they grow strong and develop fully. 
With proper food and proper exercise, the brain also develops fully. 
How can parents help their children develop their intelligence? 


At this point someone may be thinking: “Why parents?” Recently 
psychologists and educators have begun to realize how important the 
years before school entrance are for the development of a child’s 
ability to learn. It is widely believed now that most of the child’s basic 
intelligence has been formed by the time he reaches school age. This, 
of course, does not mean that by the time he is six years old, he has 
learned most of what he will Know as an adult. What it means is that 
most of a cchild’s ability to learn quickly and with ease has developed 
by the time he reaches school age. The people who are in the best 
position to supply these important experiences and exercises are the 
Child’s parents. 


Two important ideas will be shared before specific activities and 
exercises are discussed. First, as parents, we are our children’s first 
teachers. We help them form their attitudes toward learning, and it is 
vital to make their earliest experiences positive and pleasant ones. 
The second is that it is important to remember a young child has a 
short attention span; he/she is not able to concentrate on one activity 
for long periods of time. 


The following represents a few suggestions that parents can use 
with children: 


Listen to your child. Encourage him to ask questions, discuss 
ideas, and tell stories. 


Play games, especially those that have educational value, like 
number games, guessing games, word games. 


Teach your child about numbers, and explain that numbers mean 


“how many.” A child who can count to ten does not necessarily un- 
derstand numbers. The concept of each number must be taught. 
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Help your child learn to carry out simple projects and activities. 
Perseverence is a key to success in school and throughout life. It 
gives achild a feeling of accomplishment and builds self-confidence. 


Training in chores at home, and training in understanding and 
following simple directions will help your child know what will be 
expected in the classroom. Set a good example. If you are interested 
in learning, your child probably will be too. For example; set a family 
reading time or some other organized learning activity and share 
experiences. 


Your child learns in many places and in many ways. School, of 
course, iS a major source of your child’s learning, but learning at 
home is vital to your child’s development. As a parent, you have an 
opportunity to make an enormous difference in how much and how 
well your child learns. You are your child’s most important teacher, 
and a valuable partner of your child’s teachers in school.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1978-79 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report 
show the total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per 
the following quotation: “Reports. Each superintendent of a 
supervisory union shall annually prepare a report of the total salary 
paid to the superintendent, showing in detail the amount paid by the 
state and each local school district and their share of same. Said 
report shall be included in the annual report of the respective school 
district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for 
each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and business 
administrator, if any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the school administrative unit expenses is prorated 
among the several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted 
valuations. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily mem- 
bership in the school for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The salary of $25,500 which was received by the Superintendent of 
Schools of School Administrative Unit #48 during 1978-1979 was made 
up as follows: $2,500 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $23,000 
was prorated among the school districts comprising the School 
Administrative Unit. Allowance for $1,200 travel within the Unit was 
also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1978-1979 was 
made up as follows: $2,444 paid by the State of New Hampshire and 
$20,056 was prorated as stated above. Allowance for $1,800 travel 
within the Unit was also prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to 
each school district.
